UNDER CONTROL: THE FILLING OF THE SPIRIT

Unlike the Indwelling of the Holy Spirit, which is both a 
permanent and universal ministry of the Spirit unto all 
believers, the Filling of the Spirit is a conditiona-—and thus, 
repeatable—ministry of the Holy Spirit. A classic passage 
regarding this Doctrine is found in Eph. 5:18: 
Eph. 5:18: “And do not get drunk with wine, for that is dissipation, but be 
filled with the Spirit...” 


In contrast to the drunkard, who is under the wild and 
deranging influence of Bacchus, the Christian is called to be a 
person who is under the control, domination, and extensive 
influence of the Holy Spirit. Being under the Spirit's CONTROL 
is the central concept with regard to the Filling of the Spirit. 


In that the Filling is something commanded, and only some are 
referred to as being “full” of the Spirit (Acts 6:3), the Filling of 
the Spirit is clearly a conditional benefit of the Spirit that 
requires repetition, owing to various circumstances: 


1.) anewly required need for a special empowerment for 
effective ministry (Acts 2:4, 4:8); or, 


2.) because of intervening episodes of sin & backsliding in the 
believer's life, in which one is found walking in the flesh as 
opposed to the Spirit (Rom. 8:5-6, Eph. 4:30). We are 
commanded to “...walk by the Spirit, and you will not carry 
out the desire of the flesh (Gal. 5:16).” 


The resulting fruit of the Spirit's control is found in Gal. 5:22-24 
and in the godly characteristics enumerated in Eph 5:19-21 
(praise, worship, & thanksgiving, as well as in submissiveness 
with regard to our personal relationships; cf. Col 3:12-17). Non- 
conformity to the World (Rom. 12:1-2) will also be exhibited. 


The Filling of the Spirit is thus required with reference to the 
progress of Christian maturity (| Cor. 3:1-3), and for effective 
Christian service. The latter point is well illustrated in the 
example of the Apostolic Church: 
Acts 4:31: And when they had prayed, the place where they had gathered 
together was shaken, and they were all filled with the Holy Spirit and began 
to speak the word of God with boldness.
